Report Shows That Ohio 


Wheat Is Below Average 


Estimated 88 Per Cent Compared With Average-12 


Per Cent of 1914 Production Still in Hands of 
Producer-1,828,267 Acres Seeded at Present-- 
Barley and Rye Slightly Off-March Was Severe. 


Ohio wheat is in a rather poor 


growing condition, according to 
the April crop report oji the state 
agricultural 
commission, which 


was issued Friday morning. Al- 
ternate thawing and freezing ic 


ven as the cause of this. The 


month of. March was especially] 
severe on the plant. There was J 
also damage caused by the lies-' 
siau fly, but this was not general 
throughout the state. 


The estimate is 88 per cent, com-' 


pared with an average. 
Thej 


amount of the crop of 1014 still 
in producers' hands, is estimated 
at 12 per cent. On the correspond 
ing date one year ago the condi- 
tion of wheat was estimated at 95 


per cent; 14 per cent, of the crop 
of tho preceding year \\a* then in 
producers' hands. 


The present acreage seeded i? 


estimated at 1,828,267 acres. The 
harvest should produce approxi- 
mately the same number of bush- 
els as in 1914. Under normal .con- 
ditions of growth, Ohio will show 
no material advance in wheat pro 
duct ion until a largely-increased 
area is sown. The present mark- 
et value of wheat is reported at 
$1.42 per bushel. 


Barley and Rye Average 


The condition of winter barley 


is estimated at 93 per cent., while 
rye conditions is reported at 91 
per cent. 


Corn in crib is in excellent con- 


dition. Little or no complaint of 
mould or rot. The damage to the 
unhuskod crop is estimated at 12 
per cent. Spring plowing is well 
advanced and many correspond- 
ents note that an unusually lai 
corn area will be prepared. The 
present market price of corn is re- 
ported at 7(5 cents a bushel. 


Compared with a normal yield, 


fruit prospect is estimated at 88 
per cent. Fruit buds are back- 
ward owing to cool weal her. The 
number reported winter killed is 
but 7 per cent., as against 26 per 
cent, reported on the correspond- 
ing date in 1914. The general 
fruit outlook is most promising.

1 believe that the world will witness a -jreat war, which 


will have all Europe Cor its battle "round, and will settle the 
Fvanco-frcrman question and the An&Io-CieVinan rivalry. France 
and Germany Avill meet in this last decisive, conflict on the Bel- 
gian plains, probably near "Waterloo, the only spot which will 
permit of the evolution of the immense armies which will face 
each other. 


At the present time the French and German frontiers are 


too strongly fortified for either people to force its-way through. 
T have little doubt as to the result of this war. 
France will 


beat Germany on land, and England will crush Germany at 
sea, 


Tliis war will be the last in Europe for many a day, per- 


haps forever; the German states will emerge from this war so 
exhausted and so terrified that, they will have no other object 
than to form some sort of condition that may in thc^ future ob- 
viate the recurrence of any sxtch catastrophe.
